The head surveyor for the B&O, a passenger on the celebrated inaugural "train", 
expressed disappointment when he learned that Philadelphia is not convenient to the Ohio 
River. Reginald Lumpkin suggested to this reporter, "Perhaps they should change the 
name to the Baltimore and Delaware Rail Road."
